It was only some 25 years ago, 
just long enough for some of us 
to forget perhaps, that a golden- 
haired girl sang, danced and 
charmed her way into the acco- 
lade of “the toast of Broadway” 
during the era of the lavish and 
ornate Broadway musical com- 
edies — that girl was Marilyn 
Miller. 

And it is on Friday of this 
week that the Strand Theatre 
will bring to local moviegoers a 
picturization of the life of that 
fabulous musical comedy star in 
the film entitled “Look For the 
Silver Lining”, a Warner Bres. 
film in Technicolor. June Haver 
plays the Miller role, Ray Bolger 
portrays dancing star Jack 
Donohue while Gordon MacRae 
plays Marilyn’s husband. 

Marilyn Miller got her first 
start as a singer-dancer in one of 
the great musical comedies of 
1918. But she shot to stardom 
and a fabulous career cut short 
through death at 37. But while 
reigning, from a suite in a New 
York hotel, with chauffeurs and 
maids and many admirers danc- 
ing attendance, Marilyn Miller 
held court for famed and titled 
people from all over the world— 
a veritable queen. 

In quick succession came the 
hits of the time—“Sally”, “Sun- 
ny”, “Rosalie”, “Smiles”, great 
hits all, and they included the 
greatest performers of the day, 
Fred Astaire, Eddie Foy, Jr., 
Tom Howard, Jack Donohue, W. 
C. Fields, Eddie Cantor and Will 
Rogers. The music for these 
shows was in the main composed 
by Jerome Kern, Irving Berlin, 
and Sigmund Romberg. 

It is this flavor that Warner 
Bros. is reproducing in ‘Look 
For the Silver Lining” and 
which local fans will see Friday. 


June Began Early 


Like Marilyn Miller, whom she 
portrays in “Look For The Sil- 
ver Lining,’ Technicolor musical 
now at the Strand, Warner Bros. 
June Haver was doing imita- 
tions at the age of six. 

In those days June did an act 
called “Lunch at the Brown 
Derby” in which she imitated 
Katharine Hepburn, Zasu Pitts 
and Helen Hayes.

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Associates Recall Marilyn Miller, 
Subject of New Warner Musical 


When Marilyn Miller, at the 
zenith of her sensational career, 
came to Hollywood to do the film 
version of her Broadway hit, 
“Sally,” she brought along her 
business manager whose name 
was Mecca Graham. That was in 
1929. 

Graham stayed on with War- 
ner Bros. as an assistant director 
and 19 years later, still with the 
company, found himself the 
technical adviser on the Warner 
Bros. Technicolor film version of 
Marilyn’s life story, “Look For 
The Silver Lining,” with June 
Haver in the Miller role. 

Shortly after Mecca and Mari- 
lyn came to Hollywood a young 
man named Ted Schultz, sad- 
dened by the death of his friend, 
Jack Donohue, dancing star of 
“Sons O’ Guns” at the time of his 
premature demise, left the stage 
to go into the motion picture 
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business. He went to work for 
Warner Bros. in their shorts de- 
partment in Brooklyn. From 
there he was later transferred to 
the wardrobe department of the 
West Coast Studios. Slowly his 
memories of Donohue and of 
Marilyn Miller, with whom they 
had both danced in the famous 
Broadway hit, “Rosalie,” began 
to fade. They were revitalized 
recently when Schultz was as- 
signed to handle Ray Bolger’s 
wardrobe exclusively in “Look 
For The Silver Lining.” Bolger 
was signed to co-star opposite 
June Haver in the role of Jack 
Donohue. 


It was eight years from the 
time Warner Bros. first planned 
to put Marilyn Miller’s life on 
the screen till “Look For The 
Silver Lining” actually went be- 
fore the Technicolor camera. 
During that time, whenever 
script conferences were called 
Mecca Graham was called in for 
his expert advice. He succeeded 
in keeping one idea in every ver- 
sion over the eight years because 
it was an outstanding symbol of 
Marilyn’s life — the miniature 
elephant named Mr. Pollywash. 


All Broadway knew about Mr. 
Pollywash. Actually Mr. Polly- 
wash was a series of elephants 
all with the same name. She al- 
ways received a miniature Mr. P. 
from Frank Carter, her greatest 
love and her first husband, on an 
opening night. This detail is 
faithfully adhered to in the 
script. 


Marilyn was a girl of quick 
decisions. When she came to 
Hollywood she took a drive one 
day to find a house she could 
rent. She saw one from the high- 
way, liked it, decided to rent. It 
belonged to Lita Grey Chaplin. 

“That’s the house for me,” she 
said. 

She and Esther Howard, with 
whom she _ planned _ to _ live, 
knocked on the door, discovered 
Lita willing to make a deal since 
she was planning to be out of 
town. There was a huge pipe 
organ in the house, one of those 
automatic affairs that played 
rolls something like an old player 
piano. They turned it on. The 
tune it played was “Sunny.” 


Ted Schultz remembers a 
Marilyn Miller also who had a 
terrific sense of humor. 

Schultz recalled the scene from 
that show in which several 
flunkies came down a long flight 
of stairs approaching Princess 
Rosalie. (The show was a parody 
on Queen Marie’s visit to Amer- 
ica which got a great deal of pub- 
licity.) The center flunkie was 
carrying a huge cat on a plush 
pillow. The flunkie’s real name 
was Gene McVey. 

“Gene tripped at one perform- 
ance,” said Ted, ‘fell down the 
stairs and the cat ran off some- 
where into the wings. It was fif- 
teen minutes before the stage- 
hands could catch the cat and 
resume the show. Marilyn was 
laughing so hard she could barely 
finish the show. And the audi- 
ence got the spirit because any- 
thing she did was all right.” 


‘LOOK FOR THE

“Look For The Silver Lin- 
ing,” Warner Bros.’ Technicolor 
musical picturization of the ca- 
reer of Marilyn Miller, one of 
Broadway’s greatest stars, is the 
next attraction booked for the 
Strand Theatre.

Both talking pictures and 
Technicolor were more or less 
new and experimental at the 
time. It was summer and the 
huge stage where the particu- 
larly spectacular scenes the cor- 
respondents were to watch were 
made, was hot and crowded. 

Working in the picture with 
the star were Alexander Gray, 
then enjoying a real vogue in 
Hollywood, and Joe E. Brown, 
playing the role originated on the 
stage by Leon Errol. 

Even that visit to the set of 
“Sally” was a memory rouser for 
some of the correspondents who 
had watched Miss Miller a few 
years before sing and dance her 
way through “Sally” on the New 
York stage.

recent day also was hot and 
crowded, for it too was being 
photographed in Technicolor and 
included musical numbers from 
several of Marilyn Miller’s best- 
remembered shows. A great num- 
ber of people, both cast and crew, 
had been assembled for director 
David Butler’s use. 

Included among them was Ed- 
ward (Mecca) Graham, who 
came to Hollywood originally as 
Miss Miller’s business manager 
when she made “Sally” and 
stayed on as assistant director 
for other pictures since. 

June Haver, very pretty, 
blond and smiling, obviously 
happy over the chance to play 
the Marilyn Miller role, was 
dancing with Ray Bolger, who 
played the Jack Donohue role in 
the picture. Half way through 
the dance, Miss Haver broke 
audibly into a laugh. 

Graham nodded as 
pleased. 

“Audiences used to tell us that 
they enjoyed Marilyn because 
she obviously enjoyed her work 
in her roles so much,” he said. 
“We have tried to tell June 
everything we know which can 
increase her striking resem- 
blance to Marilyn. 

“June smiles the same way— 
with her whole face and body. 
It’s a joyous look and that was 
one thing an audience always re- 
membered about Marilyn. 

“After watching June Haver 
take hold of the role, I am satis- 
fied, yes, delighted. 

“Up there on that stage she is 
the real Marilyn.”

FILM COMEDIAN 
RE-LIVES CAREER 
IN ‘SILVER LINING’ 


Comedian Walter Catlett, who 
played a scene from “Sally,” the 
show-within-a-show in “Look 
For The Silver Lining” at War- 
ner Bros., said it was like living 
part of his life over again. The 
Technicolor picture comes to the 
Strand Friday with June Haver, 
Ray Bolger and Gordon MacRae 
in the starring roles. 

On Stage 11 at the Burbank lot 
Catlett was playing, opposite 
June Haver as Marilyn Miller, 
the role of the feather-brained 
booking agent he created oppo- 
site the real life Marilyn Miller 
in “Sally” 28 years ago. 

“We opened at the New Am- 
sterdam,” he said, “on Christmas 
Eve, 1920. The show ran four 
years including 20 months on 
Broadway.” 

The comedian said that toward 
the end of their tour they hit Los 
Angeles and opened the new Bilt- 
more Theatre in Feb. of 1924. 

“As a matter of fact,” he said, 
“we had to re-schedule the book- 
ings and play Long Beach first 
because the Biltmore box office 
wasn’t yet finished and neither 
were the dressing rooms. When 
we finally came in the plaster on 
the dressing room walls was still 
wet. And here I am doing ‘Sally’ 
again before the camera.” 

Catlett said that the chorus of 
the original “Sally” probably 
turned out more big personalities 
eventually than any other single 
chorus in show business‘ history. 
Among them were Nita Naldi, 
Lilyan Tashman, Billie Dove, 
Marie Wallace (who became Mrs. 
B. G. DeSylva) and Katharine 
Littlefield, who was a youngster 
in the show and later became 
Prima Ballerina of one of the 
most celebrated ballet troupes in 
the country.

Says Ray Bolger 


Ray Bolger, who is considered 
the world’s leading satiric 
dancer, cannot remember a single 
routine of his long career, the 
star of “Look For The Silver 
Lining” explained. 

Once Bolger was asked to ap- 
pear at a benefit doing two of the 
dances in which he had made big 
hits in past Broadway shows. 

“Most people,” he said, “think 
that when a performer appears 
at a benefit he just drags up one 
of his old trusties and gives a 
performance. Not Bolger. I had 
to rehearse three days for that 
benefit before I considered my- 
self in shape to go on.”

Dancing Star Ray Bolger 
Gives Success Formula 


Of the two primary accom- 
plishments in his life Ray Bolger 
talks volubly of one and lets the 
critics discuss the other. 

As to the latter, Manhattan re- 
viewers and audiences alike have 
acclaimed Bolger as the world’s 
foremost satiric dancer. The for- 
mer is the simple, yet remarkable 
in show business, fact that Ray, 
come July, will have been hap- 
pily married for 19 years. 

At the top of his career Ray 
Bolger finds himself portraying 
one of the great dancers of yes- 
teryear on the screen, Jack 
Donohue. The film is Warner 
Bros.’ “Look For The Silver Lin- 
ing,” which stars June Haver as 
Marilyn Miller, the toast of her 
day, with whom Ray never 
played in a show but in whose 
house he spent many happy after- 
theatre hours tapping out un- 
usual rhythms on the top of her 
kitchen table at private parties. 

The Bolger legs got their first 
workout in ballet at the Sonia 
Roussakoff School in Boston. To 
pay for his lessons he kept books 
part-time for the school and the 
rest of the time worked as a por- 
ter in a cafeteria. 

After distinguishing himself 
in one of the school’s recitals by 
doing “everything from a ma- 
zurka to a self-conceived Chinese 
dope fiend dance,” Bolger took 
his first professional chance with 
the Bob Ott Musical Comedy 
Repertory Company. 


WILL ROGERS, JR. 
PLAYS DAD ROLE 


Playing opposite June Haver 
as Miss Miller, Will Rogers, Jr. 
re-creates a scene in “Look For 
The Silver Lining,’ a Warner 
Bros. film in Technicolor, be- 
tween his famous Dad and the 
equally famous dancer. It was 
backstage at New York’s Winter 
Garden Theatre, scene of many 
Rogers Broadway triumphs. He 
met the young dancing discovery 
backstage while twirling the 
lariat that made him so well- 
known. With his forelock over his 
eye and in the beloved drawl he 
told Marilyn she would one day 
be a great star. 

It was one sequence but Direc- 
tor David Butler worked on it 
with great care to make it one of 
the most telling in the film. But- 
ler had been an old friend of 
Will, Sr’s., having directed the 
humorist in the original ‘Con- 
necticut Yankee,’ ‘Down to 
Earth,” ‘“Doubting Thomas,” 
“Andy, Andy” and “Business and 
Pleasure.” 


Dancer Bolger 


Takes Famed Part 


Ray Bolger, who plays the role 
of Jack Donohue, famous musical 
comedy dancing star in the 
Twenties era, in Warner Bros. 
Technicolor production, “Look 
For The Silver Lining”, is a 
Broadway musical comedy danc- 
ing star of many years’ standing 
in his own right. 

His most recent hit is ““Where’s 
Charley”, currently at the St. 
James Theatre in New York. The 
play is a musical version of the 
famed “Charley’s Aunt”, with 
Bolger himself playing the hila- 
rious lead role. 

Prior to “Where’s Charley”, 
Bolger created some outstanding 
roles, notably that in “On Your 
Toes”, in which he danced the 
famous “Slaughter on Tenth 
Avenue” number by Rodgers and 
Hart, 


The usual ups and downs of 
show business were climaxed by 
his favorite review which never 
mentioned his name on “The 
Passing Show of 1926.” It read, 
“A very baggy suit of clothes 
came out and whirled fantastic- 
ally around. I never found out 
whether there really was anyone 
inhabiting that suit.” 

Broadway found out after 
Gus Edwards discovered Ray 
and took him touring the Or- 
pheum Circuit for the training 
(two years) that finally set him 
up for such important appear- 
ances as “George White’s Scan- 
dals” and “Life Begins at 8:40.” 
Suddenly critics discovered in 
Ray “an engaging comedian 
whose dancing never fails to 
steam up the audiences.” They 
surpassed themselves, after see- 
ing “On Your Toes,” with such 
words as “the foremost eccentric 
dancer on our stage.”

Comedian Walter Catlett, who 
played a scene from “Sally,” the 
show-within-a-show in “Look 
For The Silver Lining” at 

said it was like living 
part of his life over again. The 
Technicolor picture comes to the 
Strand Friday with June Haver, 
Ray Bolger and Gordon MacRae 
in the starring roles. 

On Stage 11 at the Burbank lot 
Catlett was playing, opposite 
June Haver as Marilyn Miller, 
the role of the feather-brained 
booking agent he created oppo- 
site the real life Marilyn Miller 
in “Sally” 28 years ago. 

“We opened at the New Am- 
sterdam,” he said, “on Christmas 
Eve, 1920. The show ran four 
years including 20 months on 
Broadway.”

When 
we finally came in the plaster on 
the dressing room walls was still 
wet. And here I am doing ‘Sally’ 
again before the camera.”

Among them were Nita Naldi, 
Lilyan Tashman, Billie Dove, 
Marie Wallace (who became Mrs.
